Applicants believe this rejection is moot, as Claim 1 1 has been canceled, and amended 
Claims 16, 17, and 22 now depend from allowed Claim 12. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §103 
Claims 18-21 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), as being 
unpatentable over Joyce * 140 Patent or the Joyce '716 Patent, in view of Brandt et al., 
U.S. Patent 5,797,358. Applicants believe this rejection is moot, as Claims 18-21 now 
depend from allowed Claim 12. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-15 are allowed. Applicants believe that all claims are now 
in condition for allowance, as all dependent claims depend from allowed Claim 12.
